Mr. Smart 
mentioned, of eourso, the Soviet military posture aad the 
categories of weapon s systems, such as bombers* air defense, 
submarines and the missile eituatioa. With respect to miseUoe. 
both ICBMe and MRBMs, Mr. Smart appareutly hat some inkling 
of developments in the intelligence field relating to information on 
deployment of missiles. It is recommended that eeme of the special 
information coming from TKH be discussed with this group. According 
to my records, yon have briefed only Mr. Kllday on the Subcommittee 
oa TKH. At this time, however, it is n feet thst Mr. Smart is aware 
of both TKH and OXCART and certainly other# of the full Committee 
are knowledgeable presumably at least Mr. Vinson, Mr. A reads 
and probably Mr. Kllday.
